Is Nothing To Seize Is The 
Policy Of Saskatchewan 

Economic Conditions In Saskatchewan Improve 


Testimouyi to the gradually im¬ 
proving economic conditions in 
Saskatchewan was giyen practi¬ 
cally unanimously by representa¬ 
tives of implement manufactur¬ 
ers, lumber land and mortgage 
insurance and banking interests 
as well as by the head of the Sas¬ 
katchewan Agricultural Societies^ 
association at an economic con¬ 
ference held yesterday 1 at the 
parliament buildings, Regina.

Service and Vision, Color-Sense and 
Hearing Department. There is a 
Chief Examiner for Eastern lines 
and one for Western lines, each with 
a separate office. 

All applicants for the positions al¬ 
ready referred to, which demand a 
high standard in vision, color-sense 
and hearing, are required to pass an 
applicant examination and, if suc¬ 
cessful, must pass a further exam¬ 
ination at least every two years 
thereafter, and in some instances 
more frequently, according to the 
diminution of their vision or hearing. 
They are also re-examined after any 
accident in which they are either 
directly or indirectly involved and 
which may have been caused by de¬ 
fective sight, hearing or color-sense. 
In addition, following any serious 
injury or illness or severe inflamma¬ 
tion of either the eyes or eyelids, 
they are again re-examined and, not 
content with this, the regulations of 
the Canadian Pacific require them to 
face the examiner whenever they are 
slated for promotion. 

Caution and regard for the public 
safety could hardly go further than 
this ! 

The tests employed are exhaustive 
and are so arranged as to approxi¬ 
mate as closely as possible to actual 
conditions likely to he met with in 
their Vork by those examined. Ap¬ 
plicants for positions as engineers, 
firemen, conductors, brakemen and 
others similarly employed are re¬ 
quired to pass the near and far vis¬ 
ion tests without glasses. If, at one 
of the periodical re-examinations, 
employees in these positions are 
found to be in need of glasses, they 
are allowed to wear them, provided 
they bring the vision up to the re¬ 
quired standard.

A turkey pool plan will be de¬ 
veloped in Saskatchetvan this 
fall, says Hon. C. M. Hamilton, 
minister of agriculture. 


Shipments of grain from Vancou¬ 
ver for the 1923-24 season have now 
passed the 41,000,000 bushel mark. 
'Officials estimate that the 50,000,- 
000 bushel mark set for the season 
will be surpassed in the near future. 

Reports from England state that 
it has been universally conceded that 
Canada’s pavilion was in- the best 
condition when the King o-pened the 
British Empire Exhibition at Wem¬ 
bley on April 23rd. “It was the 
Canadian building,” the reports said, 
“spick and span and complete to 
the last nail that led all others i» 
the race to the finish in time for 
to-day’s official opening.” 

Over 3,000 settlers left Liverpool 
for Canada on April 24th. Thirteen 
hundred of these sailed on the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific liner “Montcalm,” in¬ 
cluding a party of 200 skilled work¬ 
ers from Manchester, 38 belonging 
to engineering trades, 40- to build¬ 
ing trades and 42 farm hands.
